or, who shall be an attorney-at-law, admit- 
ted ard qualified to practice in the courts of 
this commonwealth. 


Section 2. That the solicitor BO appoint- 


ed shall bold his office for the term of three 
years acd shall receive such salary as the 
commissioners shall determine: Provided, 
That he shall, before entering upon the 
dutifs of bis office, file with the county 
coaimii'si^ners aq agreement to pay all 
fees, attorney's fees and commissions re- 
ceived from every source, as county solic- 
itor, into the county treasury. 


Section 3. He shall commence and p-o=e- 


cute all nnd every suit and suits brought or 
to be brought by the county, wherein or 
wberpby any of the rights, privileges, prop- 
erties claim* or de-uauds of the county a*e 
involved, as well as defecd all actions or 
suits brought against the county, and shall 
perform all duties now enjoined by law 
upon county solicitors, and shall do all and 
everv professional act incident to the office, 
which n>ay be required of him by the offi- 
cers named in said board. 


Section 4. That all acts and parts of acts 


i--con-isteQt he-ewith be and the same ore 
hereby repeu!e3. 


I>y subsequent legislation, see act of 


usvinlily approved March 3, 1903. and 
printed in I'amphlel Laws, for year 
1'jttj. page 11. the second section of the 
above quoted act \vus amended, so a» 
to re ad as follows, to wit:

tion with the payment of the sum of 
"wOO to County Solicitor Eufus C. Had- 
;rman, as a special fee for services ren- 
dered in the Cypher bridge case, it i.s 
iqually evident that both the county 
:ominisbioners and their legal adviser, 
Paifus C. Haderman. Esq.. were crimin- 
.lly indifferent to their solemn agree- 
ment made when he was appointed 
:ounty solicitor and his salary fixed at 
1200 per annum. 


J!ut. no matter how this excessive 


fee of Sr,00 was paid to Kufus C. Had- 
erman, Esq , county solicitor, itwas an 
illegal payment; and by his demand and 
acceptance of it, he brands himself as

The 
highest price was paid by the govern- 
ment printing office which gave $4.32 
pjr dczsn quarts. Tha lowest price 
for idantieally the i-ama ink was made 
to the postoffbe which got .it for SI. 31 
a dozan quarts. Oiher supplies show 
ed tl e sama wide range of prices. In 
the case of mucilage the agricultural 
department went the limit in paying 
SSforadczjn quarts. The postofSee 
was again the lowest priced depart- 
ment, giving 81.95 for its adhesive 
fluid. The government printing omsa 
uaed a home made mucilage, bat this 
could not have been frjm motives of 
economy, for it cost 33.84 for the same 
quantity. The item of leal-pencils 
which are used in millions annually 
shows tha sama astonishing r a age of 
prices. The qualities vary so much as 
to make & comparison difficult, but the 
prices range ill the way from sovanty- 
two cents to 12^ cents per dozen, 
There are about 150 different grades 
used but the same pencil will be furn- 
ished to various departments under 
different trale names and the prices 
will vary to correspond. Tho pries of 
blotting paper varies even more than 
the articles previously namsd. The 
war and navy departments are the 
most ext-avag»nt in this regard. They 
go as high as S7.74 par dozan reams in 
sheets of 19 by 34 inches. The post

teachers here with Department of the 
Interior, War Dapartm;ni and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Gaologieal 
Survey still on them aad tha very es- 
ere'ses themselves are written with 
government 
pencils and

with government erasers. Washing- 
ton is a nice town to live in in a great 
many respacts if you work for the gov- 
ernment, 


It is suggested that hereafter there 


shall be a central purchasing bureau 
that will deal in stationery and like 
supplies for all the-departments. It is 
claimed that this will cheapen the 
cost of material to the government. 
But it will che»pen the other way. ID 
the first place it will add another 
bureau to tho circumlocution cffiee. 
There will bi the purchasing agent 
who will get a gocd salary but 
whose salary will be nothing in com- 
parison to.the amount of gra't that 
will 
be at his disposal. 
There 


will be the additional machinery 
for distributing the supplies to the 
various departments and in addition to 
all that there will be an instant com- 
bination of interests outside the depart- 
ment that will force the government to 
pay the highest possible price for all 
supplies and if necessary will pool 
the results of the contracts to prevent 
cut-throat bidding by firms outside 
the combination. It is very hard to 
beat the private firm that is out to do 
the government and it is not likely 
that the Keep commission will devise a 
way of doing it.

partments and there may be still more 
startling revelations before they get 
through. It is understood that they 
will next taka a fall out of the civil 
service commission.

These agents, 
sometimes 
styled 
"councilman-it- 


la-ge,"seem to have the privilege of 
the floor and also the ear of the pre- 
siding officers. 
They appear very 


much at home and act as if they had a 
right to be there in the pursuit of legit- 
imate business. 


The Pennsylvania Railrjad eompaiy 


and the Staidard Oil company are said 
to have been the greatest corruptors c f 
Pennsylvania politics, and it is whis- 
pared that they have, as yet, not quite 
seen the error of their ways. 


Can it surprise the reader that so 


many lawmakers, who enter office with 
the stigma of civic impurity, are.at the 
beck and call of poweiful combinations 
of capital tni unscrupulous political 
leaders? 
It requires a stunted con- 


science and low conception of public 
duty to gather tribute from the "dig- 
gings," then betray the paop'.e and 
inflict upon them enactments 
snch 


as have been passed in recent years by 
our lawmakers in city and state. 


The Pennsylvania legislature had for 


many years been under the more or 
less absolute dominion of Mr. Qiay. 
He dictated legislation, selected candi- 
dates for office, elective or appointed, 
in short he was the "Pooh Bah" of the 
rta'm, when in 1897 he was confronted 
with an insurrection of threatening 
proportions.

William MeK'n'.ey ia 1S9C John Wana- 
maker, who had taken an active part 
in the campa'gn, was urged by his 
friends to become a candidate for the 
United States senate. He consented, 
and his caudidicy was at first looked 
upon favorably by (J lay and those near 
the throne. The story goes that Mr. 
Waranaker was tDld one day, that it 
would require a ca A consideration of 
"two hundred thousand dollars" to 
make him fie successor of Senator 
Cameron! Us spurned the offer, threw 
down the gauntlet, and entered upon 
an open fijht with his accustomed 
vigor and energy and gave the E-jpub- 
licin machine a battle royal which it 
will ever remember and from which it 
has not yet recovered; it was one of 
the stcutest, most interesting and pro 
longed contests ever waged upon the 
people's forum. 
The result of the 


campaign was that tha Wanamaker 
Republicans in the legislature, together 
with the Democratic members friendly 
to him, formed a phalanx so formida- 
ble as to cause the Qiayites much loss 
of sleep ani anxious c--n-.emplatkm 
how they ccu'd carry tb.e day. 


The position of some of the members 


being in doubt a prominant Phil&del- 
phian, friendly to Wanamaker, wenb 
to Harriabu'g tosu-vay the field. He 
3oou ascertained that "itching palms" 
were stretched oul eiger to be closed 
by an argument telling in i-s charac- 
ter if not its morals. He consulted 
with some of those high in authority 
ani was issured that by the expendi- 
ture of "four hnndre 1 thousand dol- 
lars," in cash, enough doubtful mem- 
bers could be "convinced" that the 
[test interes'3 of state and nation, de- 
manded the diction of John Wsna- 
miker to the Uaited States senate. The 
proposition was iidigntntly reject- 
3d. Wanamaker lost the senatorsMp 
mt his fair nam;, honor and reputa- 
tion remained untarnished. 


Boies Pen rote was elected senator. 
Immediately afterwards the seventy- 


s'z unfettered Republican members of 


the senate and house organized fo 
the protection of self-respecting citi 
zenship and adopted a platform whici 
might be condensed into what Presi 
deat Roosevelt so aptly calls a "squiri 
deal" all around. 


It v?aj a refreshing spectacle to se 


a considerable number of member, 
assert their manhood, defy the machin 
and prevent 
iniquitous legislation 


Such a thing had not been witnessec 
at Harrisburg for years. 
Venality 


fraud and other crimes hidden behiod 
the mask of Rspublicaiism were ex 
posed, and revealed to an astounde< 
community the CDuntennnees of nun 
who occupied high seats in party coun 
cils. 
Notwithstanding these expos 


ures, the criminal participants in polit 
ical debauchery held together thei 
followers, and by mock reform prom 
ises, unstinted expenditure of boodle 
kept intact their forces aid again am 
again hoodwinked the people. 


Quay and his cohorts hoped tho in 


surrection. would soon be over, bu 
they were sadly mistaken The "Spiri 
of '76" was abroad! At a meeting heli 
in Philadelphia 
in February, 1898 


fifty-five of the sixty-seven countie 
being represented, attended by fou 
hundred distinguished Bepublicans 
John Wanamaker was unaaimousl, 
agked to permit the use of his name & 
a candidate for governor. 


He consented, and the campiign fo 


delegates which 
followed was th 


most memorable in the history of thi 
state. But the machine was so strong 
ly entrenched, h&d a mist inexhaust 
ible campaign f unds, and all its bus 
resources—bribery, 
ballot 
stuffing 


wholesale purchasing of votes, fals 
election returns—being resorted to 
they carried tha day. Wanamaker hat 
over a hundred delegates, but h 
declined to be placi d in nomination 
before the convention aid reqieste 
his adherents to vote for Charles W 
Stone, ai anti-Qniy candidate, and 
to the surprise of the machine, every 
man was true to Ms colors and cast hi 
vote for Wanamaker's choice. Qaay' 
man, William A, Stoje, whoso memory 
will never ba forgotten, was named a 
the caucus candidate and afterward 
elected governor. 


One of the sources of revenue for thi 


machine and disreputable legislator! 
has for years been the levying of black 
mail upon charitable 
institutions 


This practice was ai open secret bu 
hard to establish as the institution! 
bsnefited by state app-opriatious nat 
urally kept quiet for fear of being 
blacklisted. The truth of thesechirges 
was revealed to the writer one day on 
a journey from Harrisburg to Philadei 
phia. 
Ia the party was one of the 


managers of an institution that had 
asked for an appropriation of $15,000 
Tnis is the story: The representttive 
from the district where the institution 
waa located, bluntly demanded "tea 
per cent," as his rake-off, or the bill 
would not go through. Oj being re- 
monstrated with, lie simply said: 
"That's the only way this and many 
other similar bills can be passed.' 
Whfn the manager urged that they 
would have to account for the expen- 
diture of the money, he replied: "AL 
you have to do is to charge it to lega! 
expenses!" 


The demand was scorned and the in- 


stitution did without the apprcp ia- 
lion.
